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Poinsettias are still popular according to local flower dealer 


By MIKE PETROVSKY 

The poinsettia - never 
has a plant come to 
represent a holiday more - 
with the possible exception 
of the Easter lily The 
flower which consists of 
tiny pink, or pink and white 
marbled, petal-like bracts 
has done for the floral 
industry for the past 
several years at Christmas 
time what the Cabbage 
Patch Kids have done for 
the toy industry this year. 

David R. Zrowka of 
Village Patio, 337 Main St. 
Simpson, told the NEWS 
that each year for the past 
few years he has had to 
increase his supply of 
poinsettias by 20 percent to 
keep up with demand. 
Zrowka found it difficult to 
come up with a precise 
reason why the plant, 
considered to be weed in 
Mexico, has become so 
popular in recent years. 
“Perhaps they are popular 
because flowers (in 
general) cheer people up,” 
Zrowka said. “Poinsettias 
say Merry Christmas’ 
very well and they are an 
inexpensive way of saying 
‘hello,’ ‘thank you,’ or ‘I 
love you.’” Zrowka stated 
the average cost of a large 
poinsettia in about $12 or 
$15. 


There are basically two could be maintained for 
types of poinsettias; the months after if the plant is 


single stem - single flower 
variety which are usually 
sold four of five to a pot and 
the branched type which 
can produce 15 flowers or 
more on one stem. Ac¬ 
cording to Zrowka the 
branched type seem to be 
the most popular. There 
are, however, two more 
expensive versions now 
available; the poinsettia 
tree and the hanging 
basket poinsettia. 

The poinsettia tree is 
grown by taping the main 
stem of the plant thus 
forming a trunk. The trunk 
measures three fourths of 
an inch in diameter and the 

f ilant will grow two to three 
eet taller than a normal 
poinsettia and will be able 
to produce 50 to 60 flowers. 
The hanging basket 
poinsettia is “trained” to 
grow through the holes of a 
specially designed pot. 
Both the poinsettia tree and 
the hanging basket poin¬ 
settia are used primarily to 
decorate churches, in¬ 
stitutions and business 
offices because of their 
large size and 
“showiness.” 

Though the poinsettia is 
most commonly known as a 
Christmas flower, Zrowka 
said with today’s improved 
varieties its festive bloom

kept at a temperature 
within five degrees of 68 
degrees F, is given an 
abundance of sunlight and 
if its soil is kept moist. The 
biggest factor is helping a 
poinsettia survive for a 
long time, as with most 
other large-leaved plants, 
is watering. 

Zrowka advises those 
who want to keep the plants 
for a second year to start 
drying them out around the 
middle of March. Then the 
plant should be stored in a 
cool (50 degrees to 60 
degrees) dry place until the 
end of May. The plants 
should then be cut 3 to 5 
inches high and the 
growing process should be 
restarted by adding water 
to the soil and placing the 
plantina sunny location. In 
the summer, or once the 
night time temperature 
stays above 55 degrees F. 
the plants should be moved 
outside and placed in light 
shade. In late August the 

K : should be brought 
inside and it should be 
put in a sunny location. 
Zrowka recommended that 
the day temperature at this 
time should be 70 degrees F 
and the night temperature 
should not go below 60 
degrees F and that the 
plants should be fertilized 


every other week with Vi 
teaspoon of 15-15-15 
dissolved in a quart of 
water. 

The most crucial part in 
getting the poinsettia to 
bloom again for next 
Christmas comes between 
October 1, and 
Thanksgiving. During this 
time, Zrowka advises, the 
plant should be given at 
least 15 hours of total 
darkness until the buds are 
well formed. This can be 
accomplished by covering 
the plant with a light proof 
bag from 5 p.m. to 8 a.m. 
“If this (process) does no 
succeed,” Zrowka added, 
“buy another plant and try 
again next year.” 

Other poinsettia facts 

The colorful petal-like 
bracts of the plant serve to 
attract insects for 
pollination. 

- When watering a 
poinsettia, spray the plant 
with tepid water. 

- If exposed to dry air, 
the plant will suffer from 
attacks by the mealy bug. 
the scale insect ana 
sometimes by the red 
spider mite. 

- When the plant is 
damaged it will emit a 
white liquid which is very 
poisonous. To stop the plant 
from “bleeding’ 1 apply a 
burning match or candle to 
the “injured” area.
